THE INVESTIGATION, 


The Charges of H. W. TTood 


Snperiutendcnt Uorgsteln Beard toy 
tbo Board, 
The Board of Commissioners for the 


Care of the Indigent Insane met at the 
Honpital for Mental Diseases yester- 
day, pursuant to appointment, 


Governor Sadler called the Board to 


order and called upon Clovis LuGrave 
to act as Secretary pro tern. The pur 
poses of the meeting were stated by 
Chairman of the Board, viz: To inves' 
iigate certain charges preferred'by H. 
W. Woods, ex-bookkeeper, agaiust Dr. 
H. Bergstein, toe Superintendent^ the 
Hospital. 


Hon. Thoa. Wren represented Dr, 


Bergstein and Hon. E, E. Dodge repre- 
sented Mr. Wood. 


Mr. Chas. Kuox waa sworn as official 


reporter. 


Witnesses for the prosecution were 


sworn. 


W. H. Young was called and said: 
Was a former employe of the insti- 


tution; was an attendant; was em- 
ployed ab'out two years. I was em- 
ployed in C ward and subsequently in 
B and A wards. 
The duties of an 


attendant are to look after the wellfars 
of the patients. Dr. Bergstein was the 
Superintendent of the insUtution. I 
was here whea certain patients named 
in complaint died, and on whom autop- 
sies were held. 


At this point Mr. Dodge asked the 


witness if he was bere at the time of 
the death and subsequent autopsy on 
the remains of one Sarah Woods. 


Mr. Wren objected to matters being 


brought before tho Board that had not 
been specified in the charges; that an 
opportunity had been given for patties 
to file charges and that none had been 
Sled, other than the ones read and that 
new matter should not be introduced 
at i his time. 


After some discussion, Mr. Dodge 


asked that the complaint be amended 
so as to contnin the name of Sarab 
Wood and tbe charges regarding her 
case. Governor Sadler and Mr. West- 
erfleld voted to allow the amendment, 
providing that au answer be filed. 


The witness continued: 
I 
knew Geo. Dahlstrom, 
He 


died in the Asylum and an autopsy 
waa held ou his remains. I was pres- 
ent. 
Dr. Bergsteia performed the 


•iutopsy. I assisted him. The brains 
were removed; they were put in a com- 
mon soup plate and brought to tbe 


• iispsnsary. I brought them into the 


• iispeuaary. 
I afterwards threw the 


braina into the river. 
He died on 


March 31st and the braiua were dis- 
posed of ou April Btb, or about that 
date. 


ilonzo Holborn died about April 8tb. 


The remains ware removed to the 
morgue and an autopsy was held. The 
brains of Holboru were removed and I 
orought them to the dispensary and in 
five or six days after I threw the brains 
into the river by the order of Dr. 
Bernstein. 


The witness repeated the same duties 


in regard to the patient Win. Laws. 
Che flrst time- I throw plate aud all 
into tho riv«r and the doctor told me 
not to tlirow the pinto away, but to 
ijec a plate und keep it for that pur- 
pose. 


Tbe last post mortem was held on 


Paul Bray, and the doctor told me that 
f. had batter bury the brains taken 
from bis remains for if people heard of 
them being thrown into the river there 
might ba a talk made sibout it. I was 
'in iittondantutth.it time, about August 
2Ut, 1SU7. 


S. W. Thomas, a patieut, died and 


was removed to tho morgue. 
The 


stomach aud body was so badly bloated 
that it waa almost impossible to keep 
tho cover of thecolBu ou. The Dockets 
of the eyoa were tilled with maygots. 
The romaius were in an advanced stage 
of deeomijoaition and the odor was 
rather stout. 
The burial of bodies 


was under the orders of Dr. Bergstein, 
or Mr. Woods. Wo always waited for 
orders. Tha reason of tho advanced 
Htiite of decomposition of the re.iuiiius 
waa because tbe bo ly was kept there 
too long after death. I desire to cor- 
rect my statement that Bray died in 
June. Thomas in August. I can't say 
how long Mr. Thomas' romuiua were in 
t.he morgue. I can't say that I saw 
anything wrong regarding other bodies, 
only in the case of Thomas. 


Cross-examination—1 waa an em- 


ploye here, liut am not now. Don't 
cuow that I was discharged. I under- 
stood that I was to be discharged, so 
isked to be relieved. I have been here 
bout two weeks looking after this in- 
vestigation. L hud a talk with Will 
Unxweil, au employe. Idon'tremem- 
Der that I tried to impress Maxwell 
that tbe body of Thomas laid iu the 
morgue for 72 hours. I have talked 
with employes regarding the investiga- 
tion and commented upon tha evidence 
to ba brought up. I did not tell Mr. 
Wright that Thomas' body was in the 
mornne 72 hours. 
I 
don't know 


whether I told Mr. Maxwell that the 
body smelled. I don't think I tried to 
impress anything on Maxrcell. Icon- 
versed with Mr. Snllivan, but I did not 
tell him that it wns not costing me 
anything to stay here and that my 
place was being kept for me. I did 
not tell Mr. W. Wright that if he would 
give strong testimony against Berg- 
stein he would be reinstated by Berg- 
stoin'y successor. 
Y)r. Bergstein told 


me to throw Dahlstrom's brains into 
the river near tha pump house. Dr. 
Bergstein explained tbe different parts 
of tho bruin to me as he proceeded 
with tha aatopsy. I cannot express 
what Dr. Bergstein said to me regard- 
ing why the autopsies were made. I 
understood him to say that they were 
to be thrown into the river. 


I asked Dr. Bergstein it I was to tae 


I discharged and he did not give meal 
direct answer 
T believu I was die 


missed- for' striking an attendant with 
a lantern. I 36 not know how badly 
he was cut up. 


Eedireot—I think I\waa justified in 


striking the attendant; I don't know 
that Dr. Bergstein asked me directly to 
bury any of the patients. Mr. Woods 
read the burial service. "He usually 
told me to" get men to bury a body 
I. can't say, how 'long the body of 
Thomas remained . in the morgue. 
I 


presume the weather was very warm 
in August. 
" 
' •" 


E. H. Markwell—I was an employe 


of the institution; I was the painter I 
knew Geo Dalstroia. He died, and his 
body waa taken tc the morgue. I did 
not see anyone going into the dis- 
pensary with what was supposed to be 
brains" in a plate,'I did not see any cine 
taking brains to the river, I saw Will 
Youiig coming from the river with a 
plate. I never heard Dr. Bergstein tell 
any one to dispose of patient's brains 
by throwing them into the river. My 
understanding waa that employes had 
to receive specific instructions from 
the Doctor or Mr. Woods. 


H. W. Woods—Was Supervisor and 


Clerk of this institution; of-late have 
been Supervisor. I began work ia Feb- 
ruary, 1896, left here 30th of November, 
1897. Dr. Bergstein informed ma that 
•he printed rules of former snperin- 
endeiits were in f orae, excepting some 
•eservations. 
I was not here when 


Patieut Thomas died; I was OQ the 
ruad to Mason Valley. 
In the case of 


the, death of a patient the doctor al- 
ways gave specific orders for 
the 


burial of ths remains, or the delivery 
of same to friends or fraternal orders. 


At this point Attorney Dodge asked 


that the charges of Mr. Wood against 
Dr. Bergstein be amended to embody 
he case of Mrs. Sarah Woods, de- 
ceased. Tha amendment was allowed 
and Mr. Wren entered a specific de- 
nial of the allegation. 


Mr. Woods continued: 
Dr. Berg- 


stein always gave orders for the burial 
of patie its, naming the daj and hour, j 
do not know of my own knowledge 
ivhat disposition was made o£ tho 
brains of deceased patients. From my- 
elf down, all the employes were under 


uha specific instructions of the Super- 
.ondeut. In his absence I issued orders. 


'. do not kaow of the advanced state of 
lecomposition of 
Thomas' remains. 


The Governor here asked the witness 


whether or not the rules of the institu- 
ion were not printed and in the bands 
if the Board. 
Mr. Woods replied that 


le thought they were, but that there 
were also verbal rules, I distributed 
ha rules and posted some of them. 
?hero were verbal 
rules regarding 


matches, also regulating the employes 
going out of the grounds at night aud 
ome others that I do not recall, Dur- 
a-j. the absence of the Superintendent 
he entire responsibility rested upon 
me. 
When he was at the institution 


e was responsible and he 
issued 


peuific orders. 
I do not know how 


many verbal rules there were, but 
don't think there were a dozen. I 
lou't know whether I resigned or was 
lischar^ed. 
Dr. Bergstetn charged 


me with countermanding his orders, 
which I denied. We had some trouble 
ibout a cash item in paid patieni's ac- 
jouut. Mr. La Grave kept the books 
most of this year and I kept them be- 
'ore that. 
Mr. Young and Mr. White 


assisted me to Home extent. 


Mr. Wren asked Mr. Woods whether 


sr not he told Dr. Bergsteiu that he 
sould not mako the report and needed 
issiatunca. 
Mr. Wuods replied: 
At 


hati.ii.ae I was behind and not very 
veil and the doctor had failed to get 
.ho proper balances from the Control- 
er. 
The doctor alwsys gave specific 


orders for the burial of the dead. If 
he was going to hold au autopsy be 
would delay the burial. I started sev- 
eral plans at the first of thi" year iu re- 
ation to the management, but in eveiy 
jase they were stopped. 
One wag in 


liking an inventory every month of the 
wards. 
It was soon called down. I 


can't toll who called it down, but there 
are people here who can. 
I decline to 


name the person who objected to the 
taking of a monthly inventory, 


Controller La Grave asked 
if 
it 


wasn't a faot that himself and one 
other member of the board told him to 
discontinue the inventory and Mr. 
Woods replied that such was the case. 
[ ceased work here on the 30th of No- 
vember. 
I knaw of the'facts herein 


charged before I was discharged. I 
eiinply made them in the interest of 
tbe public. 
I did'nt make them be- 


'ore because I did not have leisure 
time to think them up. 


Oa the 30th of Nov«mber Mr. Clovis 


La Grave handed me my check and 
said that the bosH told him to say that

order of oldest employe. Another man 
was promoted over me and I asked for 
my time. The doctor told me that ac- 
cording to the rules I had not fulfilled 
my contract and to get my money I 
would have to sue the State. I after- 
wards asked Mr. Nathan to see Dr. 
Bergstein and have me reinstated. I 
spoke to Mr. Nathan about two months 
ago to intercede for me. 
. 


The printed as well as other rules 


were here introduced in evidence. 


Wm. Wright sworn: Have been em- 


ployed .about six months .as attendant 
in "B''ward. 
I was here when S. W. 


Ihornas died. 
He died twenty;/min- 


utes after 6 A. M. on the 23d of August., 
He was dressed for burial and taken to 
the morgue; he was there about thirty- 
five hours before burial. 
The smell 


waa offensive when death came and it 
grew worse. 
At the time ot burial 


there was a small bunch of fly-blows or 
small maggots in the .corner of the 
right eye and iu the left eye there were 
maggots. I presume I got my orders 
to assist in burial from Mr. White, 
whose assistant I waa. I did not re- 
ceive the instructions from tAe doctor. 
The morgue is kept closed and locked 
when a body is placed there. The 
morgue is about sixty feet from the 
milk house. 
The weather at the time 


of Thomas' death was very warm. 


E. L. White, sworn, I oame here 


June 16,1896. I_knewS. W. Thomas, 
he djed here and I had the body re- 
moved -to the morgue after it was 
batbad and prepared for burial. I 
don't know who buried it, or under 
whose instructions it was buried. I 
presume I waa here but had nothing to 
do with the burial. This concluded 
the case of the prosecution. 


DEFENSE. 


Dr. Bergstein, sworn,. I summoned 


the employes to the. office nad notified 
them that the rules in force under my 
predecessor would continue with the 
exception of rule 1, That the hour for 
attendents to be off duty would be ex- 
tended from 9:30 to 10 o'clock p. M. 
also rule 8, which provides for 
two 


weeks 
vacation., That 
would 
be 


amended so that the absence or vaca- 
tion would be at the discretion of the 
Superintendent. The rules were here 
flled in evidence. 


Dr. Bergstein said that in making 


autopsies he had someone to assist 
him usually the attendant of A, ward. 
I have performed the autopsies in 
order to contribute my mite to science 
and in order to alleviate suffering or 
prolong life. In disposing of the ma-
